STATEMENT OF THE FACTS 



The Patent Term Adjustment for the above application as computed by the 
USPTO is 44 days according to the above referenced Determination of Patent 
Term Adjustment.

USPTO mails a Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment to Applicant, which indicates 
that a complete listing of all the claims is not present in the Amendment filed by 
Applicant on 10/3/05.
